fore June 20 Should be “Ninety- 


Day” Variety. 


The following information concern­ 
ing the corn condition in this county 
i- contained in a bulletin issued by 
the Jackson County Food Commis­ 
sion : 
Corn generally in tin» high ground 
-eem- to be in good condition. 
The 
land in the bottoms i- just now in 
poor condition, hut if the weather re­ 
mains fair people will be able to get 
to work in from five to seven days. 
Fnder the be-t of conditions some of 
this ground cannot be prepared early 
enough for the regular 
seed corn 
which has been used heretofore, and 
these people must have earlier vari­ 
eties. 
Anything that cannot he re­ 
planted before June 20th must have 
“ Ninety day corn.” 
The varieties of early corn are 
“ Learning,” “ Early Yellow Dent” and 
“ Wabn-li Yellow Dent” and some va­ 
rieties of the red corn. 
Just now 
Charles Vogel has the 
only early 
corn the Committee knows of. People 
who are going to need ninety day 
corn should inform the committee ac­ 
cordingly 
at 
the earliest 
moment 
possible, s o that an adequate quan­ 
tity may 
b<* 
secured.

of more rain there will be an over 
demand for 
this 
corn, and

strongK urged that those who arc 
certain they will need ninety day 
corn obtain it immediately.

The year 1910 has witnessed a tri­ 
umph perhaps even greater than the 
mere gaining of territory, a thorough 
and satisfactory testing of the prohibi­ 
tion policy. 
During the past 52 weeks 
t?ie new prohibition states have so con­ 
vincingly dem onstrated the economic, 
social and moral benefits of the law 
that they are quite sufficient refutation 
of the false charges made by the liquor 
publicity bureaus that prohibition does 
not prohibit; that it is a failure; that 
it leads to economic disaster, and other 
statem ents of like tenor. As to tin* sat­ 
isfaction of the residents of these 
states with the new regime, the mag­ 
nificent vote in Oregon, Washington, 
Colorado, Arizona and A rkansas on No­ 
vember 7 against the m easures initiat­ 
ed by the liquor interests to w’eaken 
or nullify the 
new laws, 
furnishes 
abundant testimony. 


FIND N E W USES. 
Breweries lend themselves readily 
with little change to the m anufacture 
of ice and for cold storage purposes 
Backing ¡»hints and cream eries and Ice 
cream 
factories 
frequently 
succeed 
breweries. 
A former brewery in Aber­ 
deen, Wash., is now canning clams. 
One in Spokane is m anufacturing vin­ 
egar. 
In Olympia the brewery plant is 
being used in the dairy products busi­ 
ness. while in Bellingham the farm ers 
got together and bought the brewery to 
use for a co-operative creamery. 
A 
form er brewery in Seattle, the largest 
in the state, is remodeled for the m anu­ 
facture of a fine grade of table sirup 
from cracked rice, and denatured al- 
cohol will be produced us a by-product. 
The Coors’ brewery of Gohl^n, Colo., 
is successfully m anufacturing malted 
milk in a portion of the plant, the re­ 
m ainder being used in the production 
from Colorado clay of a fine porcelain. 
It is impossible to give in detail the 
entire list of transform ations, but the 
products being turned out in former 
breweries include in addition to the 
articles already mentioned, yeast, dry 
cells, soap, chemicals, moving picture 
films, paint, varnish and loganberry 
juice.

which he lias a partiality. When a low 
ceiling is so treated it appears to he 
lower than it really Is. 
We should 
not give accentuation t<* the ordinary 
ceiling. 
When the walls and wood­ 
work are of one color the ceiling may 
he colored just enough to carry the 
tone away from white. 
Green walls 
and white woodwork require a white 
celling. Height is diminished by bring­ 
ing the ceiling color down to the pic­ 
ture molding. The ceiling can then be 
finished with a wash or covered with 
paper. 
Flowered paper is sometimes 
used in such cases. —Exchange.
